JAr. Weaver's faith in conciliation by 


abject surrender was so profoud that 
he conoeived the novel idea of making 
a personal oauvats of the South i* the 
interest ot bis own candidacy. He set 
in with his plongh on one [side of Ala- 
bama, 'and passing across that State 
turned a doable furrow on his return. 
It was reported that his meetings were 
well attended, and that the opposition 
to bourbonism was lively and increasing 
in volume. We note, however, that on 
bis return to the North Mr. Weaver 
hinted that with "a free ballot and a 
fair count" there could be no solid 
Democratic party in Alabama. But he 
was shrewd enough to add that a fair 
count in Alabama was not assured. He 
seemed to scent fraud afar off, though 
six months ago he was as ready to sneer 
at the imputation 'of fraud in that 
quarter as any Bourbon of them all. 
Mr. Weaver's hints before the Alabama 
election have bloomed into open and 
positive charges since that event.

shown in November, that there are 
many Democrats and old Whigs who 
are ready to break away from Bourbon- 
ism the first opportunity, and they ad- 
mit that the time is now near at baud. 
Judge Raynor has also had a long con- 
versation with the President on South- 
ern politics, in which he gave this view 
of affairs. The President replied that 
he had looked to the solution of his 
Southern policy in the way mentioned, 
and hoped that, at least, a brightening 
upon the political horizon of the South 
would have been received by this time, 
but the sectionalism maintained by a 
few Southern leaders, and a degree of 
bitterness in certain classes of public 
sentiment which he perhaps underrated 
at the time, has delayed the realization 
of his expectations ; but, with Judge 
Raynor, he thought that a decisive tri- 
umph of public sentiment in the North 
would be necessary to crystallize the op- 
position sentiment into an open, inde- 
pendent movement, and if for no other 
reason this in itself wonk' give a Re- 
publican success significance and impor- 
tance. Speaking of Indiana, the Presi- 
dent said he thought that "we had little 
to fear in Indiana on account of the 
disorganized condition ot the Democracy 
and the evident determination of the 
better sentiment of the State to contin- 
ue the present happy and prosperous 
condition of the country." 


CHICAGO, Aug. 19.—Some time ago 


Asa Dow sold 15,000 barrels of year 
pork short at about $10 per barrel, 
and has been margining as the market 
advanced. To-day he was called on 
for additional margins by the broker to 
whom he sold, and who is supposed to 
represent Armour & Co. Dow refused 
to respond, taking the ground that the 
present quoted price of pork is ficti- 
tious; that the market is being manip- 
ulated, and that the process by which 
margins are being extorted from short 
sellers is fraudulent. The price of year 
pork at the close to-day was $13 25 per 
barrel. This action of Mr. Dow will 
bring the matter before the Arbitration 
Committee of the Board, and will cause 
some official action on the question of 
whether or not a corner in pork is being 
worked here. In the meantime the 
broker intends to-morrow to buy in the 
pork, provided prices are higher, and to 
charge against Dow the balance over 
and above the point at which his mar- 
gin expires.

' In our Uroe of yesterday we attempted j 
to give our readers an idea of the size of 
the crowd that patronized the dollar ex- 
clusion to Peoria, under the Jauspices of 
the Warrentburg Methodist Church, with 
the pastor of the charge, Rev. JW. A. 
Reynolds, and Zack Boughn, a member 
in good standing, as chief managers. The 
bills which were put up about the city 
promised that the excursion would be 
one of great pleasure, and that no pains 
would be spared to make it a success; au- 
thorized notices in the papers also stated 
that the party would be gtven a pleasant 
boat ride on the lake. The train was ad- 
vertised to leave the union depot on the 
Peoria, Deeatur & Evansville railway at 
7:15 a. m. yesterday, but there were only 
two passenger coaches and a smoking car 
on the track at the time stated, and these 
cars were completely filled by a perspir- 
ing, impatient crowd of men, women and 
chiUren. By and by another coach, 
fur- 


nished by the Wabash company, was 
hitched on behind, which was almost fill- 
ed with excursionists, and the long-de- 
layed train pulled out for Peoria at 9:30 
o'clock, being two hours and 15 minutes 
behind time on the start. It was the reg- 
ular train, and at Bearadale, Warrens- 
burn, Latham, Mt. Pulaaki and Lincoln, 
and even other towns along the route, 
great crowds of excursionists lined the ] 
platforms, and most ofjthem goton-how 
nobody seemed to know-filling .the al- 
ready overcrowded coaches almost to suf- 
focation. The smoking car was jammed 
full of men and boys, who stood shoulder 
to shoulder,anu the coaches had threelaud 
four men and women in a seat, while the 
aielea and platforms were blocked up 
with women, men and boys, and the 
whole party collectively thumped them- 
selves for patronizing what they called 
the greatest outrage ever perpetrated on a 
civilized people. Zack and Vhe preacher 
crowded through the train offering tlieir 
humble apologies for the inconvenience 
experienced, but Zack had a huge roll of 
greenbacks in his pocket, which kept the 
smiles on his face going and coming. Fi- 
nally, after numerous stops to doctor in- 
numerable hot boxes, aud much backing 
up and puffing, the train arrived in dusty 
Peoria at ten minutes past one o'clock, 
and the emphatically disgiisli-il excur- 
sionists were dumped out .m a scorching 
hot platform, among a lot of movinR 
trains. A large number sought (he shady 
sides of the streets and hoofed it U> tbe 
hotels and rebtnur.iiiti for square meals, 
others got into a 12 b) S street car, others 
patronized the bua, and those sober going 
Methodists who had brought their dinners 
with them tramped around in the sun 
looking ia vain for the steamer that they 
had been led to believe would give them 
a boatiide, on which they intended to 
eat their grub. But the steamer didn't 
materialize, and nothing was left for these 
long suffering and greatly disappointed 
people to do but charter a dry goods box 
on the shady side of a street, or go to 
Central Park and break their fast, which 
many of them did. The excursionists 
birely existed while in Peoria and long 
before seven o'clock the time fixed for the 
train to start home, most of the party 
were at the depot looking for the coaches

Dr. R. C. Ked- 
zie, professor of chemistry in the 
Michigan State Agricultural College 
analyzed 17 specimens of common 
table syrups and found 15 of them 
made of glucose. One of them con- 
tained 141 grains of oil of vitriol 
and 724 grains of lime to the gallon ; 
and another which had caused ser- 
ious sickness to a whole family, con- 
tained 72 grains of oil of vitriol, 28 
of sulphate of iron (copperas) and 
363 grains of lime to the gallon. 
As the glucose is made by boiling 
corn starch in sulphuric acid (oil of 
vitriol) and then mixing it with 
lime, the presence of these deleter- 
ious articles is easily explained.
